Chief Patrol Inspectors will submit to their respective district headquarters a 
report on Form 643, to bo compiled from deta obtained from daily reports, Form 650,, 
submitted by patrol inspectors. Mach report will be for a seven-day period, begin- 
ning on the first day of the respective calender months, the fourth or last roport f 
to include all remaining days of the month. This report will be retuinod in the 


files of the district headquuartors. 


Monthly Reports: 


Patrol District Headquarters will submit to the Commissioner General a report 


on Form 643 for each calendar month, to be compiled from data obtained from the — 


weekly reports of chief patrol inspectors. Those reports will be executed in dupli- 


cate, the duplicate copy to be retainod at the district headquarters, and the orig- 


inal to be transmitted to the Commissioner General on or before tho tonth day of the 


succeeding calondar month.
